All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

steps the first decoupling the device from the supply lines and second, linking the supply lines directly to ground. The 
direct connection is not shown in the reference Kirilloff (US 3895264 A). Examiner Nguyen indicated that if the direct 
connection is claimed would not include the elements G-1 , G-2, G-3, thus not operating as should in the specfication. 
Mr. Pienkos proposed adding the language "short circuiting to ground" or the like to claims 1 (apparatus) and 19 
(method). Ex. Nguyen conceded that the language would overcome the Kiriloff reference, however indicated that he 
would require a further search and consideration of the language in the claims when filed before allowing the claims. . 
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
